.Andrew Rodez says State Rep. 
Ray Mittan owes an apology to 
Benton Harbor "it only tor the 
'good years' he enjoyed in our 
ory." 


Mittan last month moved 


from Benton Harbor to Nites, 
saying he felt he was "driven 
out" of the city that had been his 
home for 56 years Mittan and 
his wife moved after a burglary 
and ransacking of their home. 


Rodez's comments' were 


published in a news sheet issued 
by the Cnme PreventKntUutt of 
the city pohee department The 
crime prevention news bnef is 
published monthly and dis- 
tributed in the city 


Rodez termed the burglary of 


the Mittan home "regrettable" 
but implied that Mittan was 
part of the problem for not get- 
ting involved in crime preven- 
tion work. - 


Rpdez wrote in the publica- 


tion. 


"Had Rep Mittan taken the 


(time to interest himself in the 
particular problem of crime in 
his home city, our crime 
prevention programs would be 
much' further along than they 
•are. 


"Without a doubt his support 


of programs like Operation ID, 
Neighborhood Watch, and Home 
Watch in our city would add to 
our success." 


Mittan never advised his 


home at 52* Sherman court was 
unoccupied at certain times and 
field commanders understood 
Mittan's son was still home, 


Rodez said.

Mittan had said earlier the 


burglary was ooe factor in the 
move. "The Dec. 11 burglary 
and the devastation that accom- 
panied the burglary put my wife 
under a doctor's care," Mittan 
said.

"She was afraid to stay there 


atone or even wjth me there." 


Rodez also:wrote: "He. (Mit- 


tan) further stated his receiving 
a ticket for a jeep parked on his 
lawn was an indication of pres- 
sure or force (my words) to get 
him to leave. Benton Harbor has. 
an ordinance which prohibits 
parking on lawns or private 
property The police responded 
to a complaint by citizens who 
observed this violation."

care for the past four months for 
a terminal liver and kidney 


; "I expect the patient to expire 


shortly 
Under no circums- 


tances is he able to testify in 
court. This probably would be 
very detrimental to his already 
very bad health and I do not 
think at this point te is compe- 
tent 
to testify," 
Killen's 


statement read. 


Champion and Mrs Girvin, 


who once worked for Champion, 
were indicted by a federal grand 
jury on one count of mail fraud 
and five counts of wire fraud 
They have been summoned to 
appear here before US District 
Court Judge Sarah T. Hughes on 
March 7 to answer the charges 


The indictment, 
unsealed 


Friday by U S District Court 
Judge Robert Porter here, 
alleges "Champion held himself 
out as a lawyer and would tell 
his clients 
he could get their 


cases fixed by Carl Albert." 


.He .would .tell therrr that 


because of his influence with the 
Oklahoma Democrat, he could 
have charges dismissed or get 


the clients out of jail and then 
have the charges dismissed, the 
government maintains 


The indictment claims that 


Champion would then collect his 
fees and introduce the clients to 
.Mrs. Girvin, telling them that 
she and the speaker: were 
working on their cases. 


However, the indictment says, 


Champion did not do "anything 
of substance" for the clients and 
never intended to do anything to 
get them out of jail or get their 
charges dismissed. 


The indictment said-Albert 


was never contacted by Cham- 
pion or Mrs Girvin and never 
agreed to do anything for their 
clients. 


A 'statement from Albert 


released at his Oklahoma office 
said, Mrs. Girvin "is an'ex- 
eellenl stenographer and as far 
as I know a trustworthy in- 
dividual. I have deferred any 
action relative to Mrs. Girvinls 
status/on my staff pending 
further 
consideration." 


Mittan replied Friday that the 


city inspection department, not 
the police, had placed an 
"Abandoned Vehicle" sticker 
on his Jeep. Mittan said the 
vehicle was not* abandoned. It 
was operable and parked beside 
the garage, not the lawn.

"Why should I apologize for 


the good years I had in Benton 
Harbor? It's apparent to anyone 
who knows Benton Harbor that 
thousands 'of people have moved 


: out in the last 10 years and par- 


ticularly.the last five years, I. 
assume I am about the 11,000th 
person to move out of Benton 
' Harbor for reasons of crime or 


fear of crime " 


Mittan also said. "I would like 


to ask Chief Rodez why two of 
his top black officers moved out 
of the city before the residency 
rule took effect." 
.. 


Mittan added: "1 can't under- 


stand why Rodez would think 
the burglary was my fault. My 
job takes me out of.the city five 
days a week. It would be pretty 
' difficult to involve" myself in the 
local programs he r-entions. 


"Of course, I did not nptify 


the police department my home 
was unoccupied'1.1 was not under 
the impression Benton Harbor 
was that far gone. 1 realize now 
that it is." 


"Mr. Rodez has" been here 


about a year and a half. I had 
lived in Benton Harbor 58 years. 
I would like anyone to take a 


year, and a Half of my adult life 
and compare it with Mr. 
Rodez's time here and sec who 
, lias done the most for Benton 


Harbor.

"1 called Mr. Rodez per- 


sonally from Lansing late in the 
morning after my home was 
burglarized to determine the 
extent of burglary and damage. 
Mr. Rodez knew nothing about 
the burglary. That's a far cry 
from 
the 
days 
of Merle. 


McCarroll

chief)." 


Mittan said his comments 


addressed to Rodez "should not 
reflect on the Benton Harbor 
police department as a whole, 
for which I have always had the 
highest regard."

Most of Michigan and most of 


Indiana are exempt from the 
change to Daylight Saving 
Time. Benton Harbor and South 
Bend,-both in.the Eastern Time 
Zone, and both' on Standard 
Time, will be in agreement with < 
Michigan City and Chicago, 
both in the Central Time Zone 
oh Daylight Saving Time 
(DST).; 


Television and radio habits 


will have to change, however, 
because New York City, the 
place where prime viewing time 
shows originate, is moving to 
DST/according to! Skip Gas-, 
sensmith, program manager of 
WSBT TV, South Bend. 


The three hour prime time 


slot, currently from 8 p.m until 
ll.p.m. will run from 7 until 10, 
he said.

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To Replace Rebate Plans 


DETROIT (AP) —. General 


Motors is cutting the base price 
on nine small cars up to $300 by 
stripping them of some stan- 
dard equipment in an effort to 
boost 
sales 
when 
rebate 


programs end next week. 


It is the first significant effort 


by an auto company to lower 
sticker prices on a line of cars. 
For two months the four U.S. 
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Oklahoma Twisters Kill Four 


car companies have been offer- 
ing limited-time reb'ates on cer- 
tain models. 


The cars involved are mostly 


the more expensive models, 
previously loaded with costly 
options. The less ' expensive , 
Vega and stripped-down- com- 
pact cars were not affected. 


GM, the world leader in 


producing large, heavy cars, 
said it -,will concentrate on 
making lighter models which 
achieve better fuel economy in 
the future.

Thomas A.'Murphy, chair- 


man of GM.'said, "We are res- 
ponding to an economy-minded 
public by offering nine of our 
smaller cars with less standard 
equipment." Base prices will be 
lower by $104 to $313. 


Deliveries of the less costly 


autos .will begin next month, 
"giving our customers a wider 
choice of values and the chance 
to buy as much or as little car as 
their pocketbooks will allow," 
Murphy said.

If anyone 
should have known -the consequences 
of violating the law, this trio should 
have. 


Moreover, their conduct seriously 


lessened respect for democratic

populist protest and the release 
of long pent-up energies and 
emotions, with cheering and 
stamping of feet when the 
results were announced from 
the Great Committee Room of 
Parliament, where the counting 
took place.

point- she won not only against 
the Conservative establishment 
but against the massive .op- 
position of the media. The 
London Times, The Manchester 
Guardian, the New Statesman, 
etc., regarded her advance 
with dismay, and thundered 
away editorially in behalf of 
what they are pleased to call 
"moderate" Toryism.

tomary, official stance of Soviet 
religious institutions, and it was 
repeated firmly this week, yet 
with a tacit acknowledgement of 
the; reservations about it. as 20 
Soviet churchmen - began a 
three-week visit in the United 
States.

A.M. Bychkov, general secre- 
tary of the Baptist All Union 
Council of Evangelical Chris- 
tians, in commenting about the 
recent imprisonment of a leader 
of so-called dissident Baptists. 


In a crowded news conference. 


at Manhattan's Intel-church 
Center, with reporters of the 
Soviet News Agency Tass on 
hand along with about 75 other 
U.S. 
and 
foreign 
news 


representatives, the Soviet 
churchmen were questioned 
mainly about reported religious 
suppressions in their homeland. 


Russian Orthodox Metropoli- 


tan Fllaret of Kiev, maintained 
that .Christians, Jews and non- 
believers equally are protected 
in their practices "so long as 
the laws are not violated." He 
said Jews are free to immigrate 
to -Janet, but their desire to do 
so. recently has diminished.

federal judge has acknowledged 
President Ford's »-per-barrel 
tariff on oil imports will be 
damaging to the Northeastern 
states but has upheld it for na- 
tional security reasons. 


US. District Judge John 


Pratt made the ruling Friday 
after a hearing in which nine 
states sought a temporary in- 
junction against the tariff. 
•Massachusetts Atty. Gen. 
Francis X Bellotti, who argued 
the case for eight Northeastern 
states and Minnesota, said after 
the hearing that Pratt's ruling 
would be'appealed 


The ruling came as a victory 


for the White House after set- 
backs in Congress, which voted 
to delay the tariff for 90 days. 
Ford says he will veto the bill 


In his decision, Pratt said,

"Certainly,

The bill, introduced by State 


Rep. Paul Porter, D-Quincy,

Porter said the bill was 


designed to avoid 'a repeat of 
last year's accidental cbn- 
tamination of a commercial 
feed with a toxic fire retardant. 
The slipup has forced the des- 
truction of thousands of cattle 
that ate the contaminated feed. 


The bill specifies materials 


which cannot be included in 
feeds and sets standards for 
feed content.

What began-as-a hobby even- 


tually became "The Guinness , 
Book of'World Records" and 
may, in a year or two', turn into 
a" world record itself. A great 
many people seem to share our 
hobby, and we expect that our 
collection of facts and figures 
on human and inhuman en- 
deavors, natural and unnatural 
achievements, may soon break 
the record for sales of a copy- 
right book. We are now second 
only to Dr. Spock. (The Bible, 


That all-time best seller, is not a 


copyright book and thus doesn't 
count in this particular record.) 


We have traveled to 63 coun- 


tries, measuring the objects and 
meeting the people who hold 
the world's records. We find the 
phenomena constantly chang- 
ing. The tallest tree (the How- 
ard Libbey tree in HumboMt 
County, Calif.) may grow an- 
other foot or the'fastest jet 
plane (currently the Russian 
MIG-25) may add another 
mile-per-hour. Records are 
made to be broken, and so our

We plum- 
meted so long and so far that, 
when we finally bumped to a 
stop, we were certain we'd 
reached bottom. But, no, there 
was more. The next stage of the 
descent was nude hunched in 
a small tramway, going down, 
down, down, along a steep in- 


cline- on what seemed the 
world's longest roller-coaster 
ride-only made in total dark- 
ness. The temperature gets hot- 
ter and hotter-at bottom, it's 
126° F.-and along the way 
there's always the chance of 
man-killing rock bursts. We had 
three of those in the first 30 
minutes, narrowly missing us 
each time.

spokesman for the U-S. Forest 
Service. "Why is it that people 
worry so much when a paper 
company harvests a forest? 
Both are renewable crops. 
What's the difference?" 


He pauses, then answers his 


own question: "The difference, 
I guess, is the length of the re- 
newal cycle. With the wheat 
field, it's one year. With a forest 
tract, it's 30 or 60 or more 
years. People see the forest tract 
harvested and they think, "Oh 
boy, it's gone forever.'" 


While 30 or 60 years is not 


forever, it is along enough tinie 
to make people apprehensive. 
Since it's such a long time in 
terms of our own lives, that 
number of years has the sound 
of eterh ity.' But in terms of ecol- 
ogy, which on some levels can 
be measured in eons, it's not 


- such a long time. So the main 


question is whether trees are 
-being replaced in a systematic 


cyclical way so the supply will 
remain the same-or even in- 
crease.

for-newspapers consumes the, 
equivalent of well over 100 mil- 
lion such trees every year. 


This sounds shocking. Where 


~"5re>!6~riiany trees to come 
- from? But'there is a significant 
fact that makes all the differ- 
ence. For every tree that is cut 
down, a new one is planted in 
its place. The truth is, America 
now grows about eight percent 
more wood each year than it 
harvests. Roughly the same fig- 
ure applies to Canada. 


Paper companies are highly 


sensitive to public worries about 
the environment and have been 
eager to let reporters see with 
their own eyes what goes on in 
a managed forest tract. Con- 
solidated-Bathurst Ltd., a big 
Canadian .company, recently 
established an Environmental 
Affairs Group whose main job 
is to see that none of the com- 
pany's far-flung divisions vio- 
lates sound ecological principles. 


They say that all the current 


talk about "desecration" of our 
forests and the futuristic visions 
• of a land "laid bare" are prob- 
ably exaggerated. As a matter 
of fact, Crown Zellerbach Corp. 
estimates that, despite the enor- 
mous growth of our population 
and the sprawling of farms, 
suburbs and industry since the 
nation was founded, there is 
still about three-quarters as 
much forest- land here now as 
there was when Columbus land- 
ed. What's more, because a lot 
of marginal farmland and semi- 
desert has been reclaimed and 


planted with trees, there is actu- 
ally more forest now than there 
was in 1900. There are some 
7S9 million acres of forest in 
the country today-slightly over 
30 percent of the nation's total 
land and water area of 2.3 bil- 
lion acres. 


The idea that a forest tract 


can be made, to renew itself 
eternally may be only an ex- 
ample of good business. "In the 
first place," says a spokesman 
of NIC, "it would be the height 
of lunacy for a paper company 


"It would be the height 


of lunacy for a paper com- 
pany to invest $100 million 
in a mill, then mow down 
all the surrounding forest" 


to invest $100 million in a mill, 
then mow down all the sur- 
rounding forest. You . can't 
move a paper mill from one 
place to another. The only ap- 
proach that makes economic 
sense is to manage the forest 
around the mill so that it is con- - 
tinually self-renewing." 


There are two basic ways of 


doing this. Forestry specialists 
call the two approaches "even- 
aged" and-"uneven-aged" man- 
agement. 
- 


Even-aged management 


means, in effect, dividing a for- 
est into separate tracts and 
clear-cutting each tract when 
the trees on it mature. Imagine 
a forest divided into 64 square 
tracts like a checkerboard, and 
imagine —for simplicity — that 


you are dealing with a type of 
tree that matures in 64 years. 
In Year 1 you cut down all the 
trees on Tract 1, and you rested 
that tract with new trees.'In 
Year 2 you do the same on 
Tract 2, and so on until Year 
•64, when you clear-cut the last 
tract. The following year you 
go back to Tract 1, whose trees 
are now 64 years old, and you 
start the same process all over 
again, 


Uneven-aged management 


means selectively thinning an 
entire forest area year after 
year. There are some kinds of 
trees that, when young, flourish 
best if there are bigger trees 
around to give them partial 
shade. Uneven-aged manage- 
ment is designed for them. Each 
year, foresters take down the 
biggest trees in an area and 
plant seedlings in the shade of 
other mature trees that remain 
uncut The result is a self- 
renewing forest whose trees are 
of different ages. 


' 
Forestry research over the' 


years has constantly improved 
the health of trees, their growth 
rate, their resistance to diseases 
. and insects. Weyerhaeuser, 
Georgia Kraft and other big 
paper companies have begun 
using a new process, in which 
an entire tree-leaves and all— 
is processed into paper, rather 
than just the main trunk. Im- 
provements now being devel- 
oped, says Crown Zdlerbach's 
president C. R. Dan], "will en- 
able us to double and even 
triple the volume of 
wood fiber per acre." m

have two children—both 


girls - who are almost IS 
years apart. Susan is 21 


and Christine is three. Some- 
times 1'ye felt like two separate 
mothers. And. to complicate 
matters; each girl has a differ- 
ent father;

It hasn't always been easy to 


understand and cope with such 
divergent ages .while trying .to 
blend them into a family that 
involves a husband who is 
-father only to Christine. It has; 


been a marvelous challenge. 


I was aware almost from the 


beginning of my second preg- 
nancy that there could be a 
problem. Susan was at an age 
where she'was very embar- 
rassed about the whole thing. It 
was difficult for her to face her 
friends at school because she 
was worried about what they'd 
say. 


I remember she used to pre- 


tend she didn't know me when 
we went shopping. She'd drop 
back behind me and look the 
other way. And as I got bigger, 
she'd say, "Mother, you're 
getting so fat!" I was worried 
about her reaction until the last 
three months of my pregnancy, 
when I was forced to stay in 
bed because of a complication.

maturity. It's lovely to be a 
happy family. And now that 
she's the mother of a beautiful 
baby girl of her own, we have a.

Looking back, I think the 


biggest problem in raising two 
children of such different ages 
was trying to split attention be- 
tween them. I kept trying "to 
please each one, which is ter- 
ribly difficult, and so I wasn't 
always successful.

They are 
forcing me to stay in tune with 
two generations and to keep 
young.
